life to the overthrow of white minority rule 
in South Africa. 

He rose to prominence during the early 
1960’s in the now-banned African Na- 
tional Congress (ANC), led by imprisoned 
lawyer Nelson Mandela. His participation 
in the non-violent resistance campaign of 
the 1960’s led to Sachs being imprisoned 
without trial for a number of 90 and 180 
day periods. 

Along with many others of his ANC com- 
rades, Sachs decided to leave South Africa 
in the m id- 1 960 ’ s to work on the overth row 
of the South African government from 
abroad. He went to the University of 
Southampton in England, where he em- 
barked on his study of constitutional devel- 
opment of post-apartheid South Africa.

Sachs moved to Mozambique in 1977, one of 
South Africa’s neighbouring black states 
where he taught in the Faculty of Law and 
worked for the Mozambique Ministry of 
Justice.

international reputation as a leading consti- 
tutional scholar in the volatile Southern Af- 
rican context.

In mid-February, taking advantage of com- 
plimentary passes, a strong contingent of 
LS A members headed down to the Loews for 
the premiere of Cousins . (For all election 
buffs out there, this is just one example of the 
unexpected benefits associated with active 
involvement in the Faculty!) It is hence only 
fair that we should share this experience with 
everyone. 

Featured in the leading roles were Isabella 
Rossellini ( Blue Velvet ) and Ted Danson 
(Cheers , Three Men and a Baby ). The 
choice of casting turned out in both cases to 
be quite appropriate. Though the stere- 
otyped image of Ted Danson in Cheers as the 
mindless macho could have given rise to 
some apprehensions, these were quickly 
assuaged. Indeed, he played the part so well 
that you forgot all previous associations with 
filling steins and trading one-liners. 

I found Rossellini to be the real surprise in 
the movie. She does not fit the mould of the 
t typical Hollywood leading lady; the produc- 
ers of Cousins dared to have an actress who 
did not fit the North American ideal, and the 
result was quite refreshing. 

Unrelated members of a rather extended, and 
extensive family, Danson and Rossellini first 
meet at a family wedding. After the festivi- 
ties are concluded and everone has left the 
reception, they stand alone awaiting the re- 
turn of their respective spouses who have 
disappeared together during the course of the 
reception. Needless to say, the suspicions of 
Danson and Rossellini are aroused and 
through their quickly growing friendship, 
they set about to reap their vengence. 

They do so through an innocent scheme 
which is, however, intended to leave their 
respective spouses with the strongly held 
belief that Danson and Rossellini are now 
involved in a relationship as well. But they 
are quickly caught at their own game. Amid 
this mature intrigue is a carnival-like atmos- 



phere created by a cast of somewhat unbe- 
lieveable and slightly obsessive family 
members. 

How the story ends cannot clearly be re- 
vealed. Suffice it to say that, as the LSA 
contingent slowly went up Peel St. there 
seemed to be a pervasively shared feeling of 
contentment. Such a feeling was probably 
attributable to the growing contrast between 
the “one-afternoon” stand between 
Rossellini’s husband and Danson’s wife and 
the more mature relationship of Rossellini 
and Danson.

Tant au Canada qu’au QuEbec, la pEriode de 
1’aprEs-guerre voit croitre l’investissement 
Etranger, en majeure partie amEricain, de 
fa?on phEnomEnale. Cette part passera de 
1 1 1 millions en 1953 a 358 millions en 1960 
soit prEs du triple en 7 ans seulement. 

Cependant, l’examen de chiffres plus rEcents 
nous permet de constater l’absence d’impact 
des politiques Economiques de la REvolution 
tranquille sur la part de la propriEtE 
amEricaine.

I am sure you all remember the case of La 
commission des droits de la personne c. La 
federation qu£b6coise de hockey sur glace , 
[1978] C.S. 1076, included in Stephen 
Scott’s casebook for the tutorial programme. 
N.D.G.’s minor hockey association would 
not allow Fran^oise Turbide (15 years old at 
the time of the decision) to play with the boys 
on one of the its “Bantam” hockey teams for 
13 and 14 year olds, even though she had 
played with the boys teams in 3 previous 
seasons (and was an all-star in “Pee-Wee”). 
Quebec’s Human Rights Commission con- 
vinced the Superior Court that her rights 
under the provincial human rights charter 
had been violated. The Court awarded 
damages to Frangoise Turbide, ordered the 
association to allow her to play with the boys 
team and annulled the dircriminatory regula- 
tions. But what happened to Miss Turbide 
and her budding hockey career? 

As things worked out, in 1982, Fran^oise 
was taken in the 15th round of the N.H.L. 
draft by the St. Louis Blues. Unfortunately, 
she did not have a spectacular professional 
career. She was not a good play maker or a

talented shooter. Quite frankly, she was just 
another goon. Turbide’s stint in the big 
leagues consisted of 2 games in the 1983-84 
season. The high light was a fight during a 
game with the New York Rangers, when she 
K.O.’ed noted tough-guy Nick Fotiu, knock- 
ing out two teeth in the process. Don Cherry 
had this to say: “This girl, let me tell you, this 
girl should be an all-star. She’s a mucker, 
she’s a grinder, she’s not a floater; she ain’t 
afraid to go into the comers like some of 
these Swedes we got over here now. I say 
this: Canada has the best girl hockey players 
in the world. What’s her name - Fran?oise - 
she lets me call her Frannie. Anyway, Fran- 
nie, let me tell you, is as tough as my old pal 
John Wensink. She’s tough as nails. And I 
ain’t talking about the kind of nails that you 
put ruby red polish on neither. I tell you, any 
team that could put her on line with someone 
like my pal “Knuckles” Nilan would win the 
Cup, I guarantee it. she’d be my starting left 
winger every game.” 

Fan^oise Turbide, played another year in the 
minor leagues before being cut by the Blues. 
She’s now running a trendy St .Denis bou- 
tique, specializing in coffee mugs, known as 
“Stanley Cups”.
